Charles Loring Elliott was born at or near Skaneateles, N. Y., in 
the year 1812. His father was an architect. As a boy he was em- 
ployed as a clerk in a store in Syracuse. He became a pupil of 
Trumbull and for a time painted portraits in the western part of this 
State, but early in his career opened a studio in this city, and was 
elected associate and member of the National Academy of Design in 
1845 and 6. He painted many noted personages, some of which are 
in the Corcoran Art Gallery, Vassar College, City Hall (various 
governors), State Library at Albany, New York Historical Society, 
and in banks and other institutions, also in the galleries of W. T. 
Walters, M. O. Roberts and others. He died in the year 1868.
